Udder Injuries Give 
Mastitis a Start 


The herdsman is the most im- 
portant factor in mastitis control 

That’s what leaders in artificial 
breeding associations were told at 


an lowa State College conference. 

Cleanliness is important, but is 
not everything. Mastitis bacteria 
are always present. And any in- 
jury to the udder gives mastitis 
an opening. 


Udder injuries may come from 
high door-sills, rolls of wire, stubs, 
brambles or fallen limbs. Bruises 


can be caused by too short or too 
narrow stalls, or partitions that 
touch a cow’s flank while lying. 
Insufficient bedding and cold 
concrete floors are other factors.
